Mr. Gregg explained that in the 
vast majority of cases veterans will 
tave to apply for their medals. Rea- 
son is that DV/A does not have up-to- 
date addresses of thousands of ex- 
service men and women. To facilitate 
application, special postage-free cards 
‘will be placed in all post offices and 
also in Canadian Legion branches. 

Members of the permanent fore, 
however, and certain rese:ve units 
will receive their decorations, with- 
out application, through the Depart- 
ment of National Defence. 

“Next of kin of veterans who died 
on active service are entitled to re- 
ceive their stars and medals, but no 
application is necessary as the author- 
ities have accurate addresses of them. 
However, the official next of kin of 
those who died since discharge of a 
non service disability should make 
application in the same way as p vet- 


eran, 

All told, the department will dis- 
tribute a total of 3,100,000 stars and 
medals plus 549,870 clasps. Widest 
distribution will be that of 1,050,000 
copies of the War Medal 1939-45, 
awarded to all members of the forces 
with 28 days service. Next most 
common is the Canadian Valuntest 
Service Medal. Of the 900,090 
recipients of this medal, 524,000 wi!) 
receive overseas clasp.’ 

“When applying, veterans will not 
need to list the medals and stars they 
are entitled to have,” Mr. Gregg said. 
“We have the information on file, On 
receipt of. their correct addresses, we 
will send veterans by registered mail 
their decorations. Because of the 
heavy burden this will place on the 
post office, delivery may be delayed 
and mailings may have to be suspend- 
ed entirely during the Christmas 
rush.” : 

For the first time in history, -all 
campaign stars and medals for World 
War II have been made in tiie Can- 
adian mint. Previously they were 
minted in the, United Kingdom. 

Because of the large number of 
possible combinations (th:re are a 
total of eleven stars and medals), 
each veteran will lreceive with his 
awards a special booklet explaining 
the method and order of wearing all 
decorations,

GRAPES THE FORE 


Grapes could probably be called 
Canada’s most patriotic fruit since 
they come in all three colors—red, 
white and blue. ‘The blue or Con- 
cord grape is the one that is used most 
frequently for making jam, jelly or 
juice ‘but the white or green ‘grape 
may be used quite satisfactorily in 
combination with the blue in this} 
way. 

It was thought that the dry weather 
would take its toll in grapes this year 
but fortunately there will be a fair 
crop, so housewives, anxious to com- 
plete their stovk of preserves, should 
get busy with their preserving kettles

fresh grapes are in desserts, par- 
ticularly in pies, roly polys, whips 
and toppings for blanc mange or cot- 
tage puddings, The home economists 
of the consumer section, department 
of agriculture, offer some of their 
recently tested recipes featuring 
grapes. The izrape chiffon pie while 
quite rich and a bit finicky to make, 
is the ideal party or special occasion 
desseit for this season of the year. 
The other grape pie is more family 
style but none-the-less delivious or 
flavorful. This pie may be topped 
with a lattice or pastry a meringue 
or whipped cream or may be made 
into individual tartlets. However it is 
served, this pie will be a general fav- 
orite of the whole family.

property. Bach year scores of homes, places of business, hotels and other 
structures are destroyed by fire, and many lives are lost. Figures compiled 
by the Dominion Fire Commissioner on the loss of life and property caused 
by fire, show that in 1947 property loss amounted to $57,050,461, or $4.53 
per capita, Deaths due to fire in the same year numbered 390. In addition 
to the damage to life and property by fire each year in Canada, there is 
serious waste of one of our most valuable natural resources, the forests. 
It is estimated by the Canadian Forestry Association that nearly one mil- 
lion acres of our forest lands have been burned over this year, and such 
losses are an almost annual occurrence,

Line Elevators Farm Service, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, 


Testing Farmers’ Seed For 1950 

In successful grain crop produce: 
t tion no single factor is more impor- 

tant than the use of good seed. The 

most careful cultivation, even of 

the best land, will not produce a 

good crop from poor seed. 

Conditions Unfavourable.. This 

year, in many districts, drought, 

second growth, hail and frost will 
seriously affect the available supply 
of high quality seed-grain. This 
means loss to the farmer through 
reduced yields, lower grades and, 
in many cases, the necessity of 
buying new seed. In his own 
interest, every farmer should make 
sure that the grain he intends to 
use for seeding purposes in 1950 is 
satisfactory from the standpoint of 
germination, purity (freedom of 
weed seeds) and freedom from 

smut. i) 

Seed Laboratory. To assist 
farmers in determining the quality 
and value of their own grain for 
seeding purposes the Line Elevator 
Companies, through their Farm 
Service Department, operate a 
first-class seed testing laboratory. 
For the past ten years, this Iabora- 
tory has provided a reliable seed 
testing service to the farmers of 
Western Canada, free of charge. 
More than 10,000 prairie: farmers 
made full use of this service last 
year. 

Tests Offered. Again this year, 
we will undertake to test farmers’ 
seed samples of Wheat, Oats, 
Barley, Rye and Flax for: (1) Ger- 
mination. (2) Smut and other 
seed-borne diseases. (3) Weed 
seeds. (4) Mechanical seed injury 
(5) Purity of variety. The test for 
varietal purity is, however, confined 
to seed of wheat and barley. 

Seed Samples. Farmers are in- 
vited to deliver seed samples (5 
ounces of cleaned seed), which are 
truly representative of the seed lot 
to be tested, to their nearest Line 
Elevator Agent. Agents will provide’ 
seed envelopes, labels, ete., and 
forward the samples to Winnipeg 
for testing. 

Warning. Seed tests made by 
Line Elevators Farm Service are 
not official government tests. The 
results of such tests cannot be used 
legally, when advertising seed for 
sale. If you want an @official 
government test, send seed samples 
directly @to the Plant Products 
Division (Seed Laboratory), Win- 
nipeg, Saskatoon or Calgary. .
